BEGIN SUMMARY: DURING JANUARY 8 EWG MEETING, FRG, UK, CANADIAN 
AND IS REPS RECOMMENDED ABOLITION OF AD-70 SPRING REPORT. US, 
NETHERLANDS, AND NORWEGIAN REPS SUPPORTED REPORT INCLUDING 
SUPPORTING PROGRAMS NOT COVERED IN OTHER REPORTS TO MINISTERS. 
MILITARY AUTHORITIES STRESSED NECESSITY FOR CONTINUED AD-70 
SPRING REPORT, ESPECIALLY SECTION ON FORCE CAPABILITIES. DPC 
PERMREPS WILL CONSIDER QUESTION DURING MEETING NEXT WEEK 
(TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED FOR JANUARY 16). END SUMMARY. 
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1. DURING INTRODUCTORY REMARKS TO JANUARY 8 EWG DISCUSSION OF 
1975 AD-70 SPRING REPORT, CHAIRMAN PANSA SPECIFIED TOPICS ON 
WHICH DEFENSE MINISTERS WILL RECEIVE REPORTS IN JUNE (MIN 
ISTERIAL GUIDANCE, RATIONALIZATION. STANDARDIZATION, FLEXIBILITY. 
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INFRASTRUCTURE, NATO FORCE PLANS), CAUTIONED EWG REPS AGAINST 
DUPLICATING ONGOING STUDY EFFORTS WITH "TOO EXTENSIVE" AN AD-70 
REPORT, AND SUGGESTED THAT IS PREPARE PO FOR CIRCULATION BY 
SYG LUNS WHICH CALLES FOR MUCH SHORTER REPORT THAN PREVIOUS VERSIONS. 
CANADIAN REP (SHEFFIELD) URGED 'SHORTEST POSSIBLE" SPRING REPORT 
AND RECOMMENDED EWG RECONSIDER WHETHER ANY AD-70 REPORT WAS 
NEEDED. UK (MACDONALD) AND FRG (GEN SCHUNEMANN) REPS SUPPORTED 
ELIMINATION OF REPORT IN TOTO. 

2. US REP (DR. LEGERE) URGED RETENTION OF SPRING REPORT. HE 
SAID EWG REPORTING RESPONSIBILITIES FOR AD-70 AND BASIC ISSUES, 

WHICH DEFENSE MINISTERS HAD ASSIGNED, REMAINED FIRM. ITALIAN 
REP (ADMIRAL MACCHIAVELLI) SUPPORTED US POSITION AND CAUTIONED 
EWG REPS AGAINS ABOLISHING SPRING REPORT WITHOUT PROVIDING VIABLE 
SUBSTITUTE. HE SAID ORIGINAL PURPOSE OF AD-70 REPORTS WAS TO 
PROVIDE MINISTERS WITH ALLIANCE-WIDE PERSPECTIVE ON "BALANCE" 

BETWEEN SUPPORTING PROGRAMS AND FORCE CAPABILITIES AND THAT 
AD-70 SPRING REPORTS WERE ONLY EXISTING VEHICLES FOR THIS PUR- 
POSE. NETHERLANDS REP (CARSTEN) SAID HIS AUTHORITIES "WELCOMED" 

SPRING REPORT COVERAGE OF THOSE AREAS NOT INCLUDED IN OTHER 
REPORTS. CHAIRMAN PANSA ALSO EXPRESSED PERSONAL RESERVATIONS 
ABOUT ABOLISHING THE REPORT ENTIRELY. 

3. MC REP (GEN TOMMASINI) SAID MILITARY AUTHORITIES (MA’S) 

HAD RELIED ON AD-70 PRIORITIES FOR GENERATING FORCE PROPOSALS 
AND ASKED WHAT WOULD REPLACE THESE PRIORITIES IF EWG ABOLISHED 
AD-70 PROGRAM. ASYG HUMPHREYS RESPONDED THAT MA'S SHOULD 
DERIVE PRIORITIES FROM MINISTERIAL GUIDANCE, ADDING THAT 
MAJOR PROBLEM IN ABOLISHING AD-70 REPORT MIGHT RATHER INVOLVE 
PROPER COVERAGE FOR SUPPORTING PROGRAMS. US REP SAID MOST 
RECENT GENERAL REPORT ON NATO FORCE PLAN 1975-1979 COVERED 
FORCE CAPABILITIES AND THAT EXPANDED MINISTERIAL GUIDANCE MAY 
REPEAT MAY ADEQUATELY COVER SUPPORTING PROGRAMS, BUT SAID 
EWG SHOULD CONTINUE AD-70 REPORT COVERAGE OF SUPPORTING PROG- 
GRAMS AND BASIC ISSUES FOR 1975 AND RECONSIDER THE NEED FOR 
SEPARATE AD-70 SPRING REPORT IN 1976. NORWEGIAN REP (LEINE ) 

AGREED THAT IT WAS PREMATURE FOR EWG TO "BURY" AD-70 REPORT 
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AT THIS TIME AND RECOMMENDED EWG AND/OR DRC REVIEW MECHANISMS 
FOR MONITORING EXPANDED MINISTERIAL GUIDANCE DURING SPRING 
MEETINGS. 

4. SACLANT REP (CAPT MAYO), SUPPORTED BY SHAPE REP (GEN MILLER), 

SAID FORCE CAPABILITIES SECTION OF AD-70 REPORT WAS ESSENTIAL 
TO EFFECTIVE DEVELOPMENT OF FORCE PROPOSALS. SHAPE REP SAID 
MA'S WOULD REVISE/IMPROVE THEIR INPUTS TO AD-70 SPRING REPORT 

IF EWG DESIRED, BUT THAT AD-70 PROGRAM PROVIDED THE ONLY FORMAL 
DEVICE BY WHICH MA S COULD INFORM POLITICAL AUTHORITIES ABOUT 
MILITARY DEFICIENCIES IN THE ALLIANCE. HE SAID THAT IF EWG 
ELIMINATED FORCE CAPABILITIES SECTION OF AD-70 SPRING REPORTS, 

NATO WOULD "NO LONGER HAVE COHESIVE FORCE PLANS." 
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5. IN SUMMARY REMARKS, CHAIRMAN PANSA SAID EWG CONSENSUS 
SEEMED TO SUPPORT ABOLITION OF AD-70 SPRING REPORTS WHEN 
ADEQUATE SUBSTITUTES ARE DETERMINED, THAT IS WOULD WRITE PO 
TO THIS EFFECT FOR CIRCULATION BY SYG LUNS, AND THAT DPC 
PERMREPS WOULD CONSIDER QUESTION DURING MEETING NEXT WEEK. 

6. MISSION COMMENT: IN FOLLOW-UP MEETING OF SOME EWG REPS 
HELD IN ASYG HUMPHREY'S OFFICE P.M. OF JAN 9, CONSENSUS 
EMERGED THAT AT LEAST ONE MORE AD-70 REPORT - ALTHOUGH IN 
ABBREVIATED FORM-WAS DESIRABLE. IS WILL ISSUE PO PRESENTING 
THREE ALTERNATIVES TO DPC PERMREPS FOR THEIR MEETING ON 

JAN. 16. ONE OF THOSE ALTERNATIVES, WHICH EWG REPS AGREED SEEMED 
MOST APPROPRIATE, WILL SUGGEST SPRING REPORT MUCH SHORTER THAN 
THAT FOR 1974, SO AS TO AVOID DUPLICATING OTHER REPORTS GOING TO 
MINISTERS, BUT WHICH WILL PROVIDE MINISTERS WITH A BRIEF 
"STOCKTAKING' 1 AS TO WHERE WE STAND VIS-A-VIS ORIGINAL AD-70 
REPORT. MISSION WILL TRANSMIT TEXT WHEN RECEIVED.
